Two 
months  from  the  faid  Canary  Iflands,  as  far  as 
the  Equinodial  line  or  Equator  ;  and  laftly, 
five  months  in  all  other  parts  of  the  World, 
without  any  exception  or  any  other  more  par- 
ticular defcription  of  time  and  place. 

23.  The  ratification  of  the  prefent  preiimi- 
minary  articles,  Ihall  be  expedited  in  good 
and  due  form,  and  exchanged  in  the  fpace  of 
one  month,  or  fooner  if  it  can  be  done,  to  be 
computed  from  the  day  of  the  fignaturc  of  the 
prefent  articles. 

In  witnefs  whereof,  we,  the  underwritten 
Minifters  plenipotentiary  of  his  Britannic  Ma- 
jefty,  and  of  his  Mofl  Chriftian  Majcfty  by 
virtue  of  our  refpedive  full  powers,  have 
figned  the  prefent  preliminary  articles,  and  have 
c?iufed  the  feal  of  our  arms  to  be  put  thereto.
